Ature doth teach us, that the moſt 
N forcible Eloquence.to move com- 
paſſion is that,, which ſetteth forth: the 
oreatneſle of our miſery, The miſeries, 
which theſe poore ſoules ſuffer,are redu- 
ced totwo. - Theone Paxa ſerſys,which 
is the ſenſible pain they feele, cauſed by 
the exceſſive . bitterneſſe of their tor- 
ments.. The other is called Pana damn, 
which is, that inexplicable. anguiſh of 
mind and-griefe, aritng from the ray 
apprehenſion of the loſte of God, which 
for a time they are to ſuſtain, To which 
we may add the long continuance of 
their torments. From theſe three we will 
draw the motives, which (if they be well - 
pondered ) may make the hardeſt Pha» 
raoh-like heart in the world,to take ſome 
compaſſion on theſe poore ſouls. - 
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2. Thefiſt Motive then, is the great« 
neſſe of that ſenlible pain, cauſed by the 
exceſſive ſharpne(s ' of theſe rorments, 
How great and bow bitter the torments 


"be, ſpeaking of that which hapnerh for 


the moſt part, and not that which ſome- 
times may happen to ſome few innocent 
Soules,( whoſe tins were {ma],and whoſe 
pennance great ) -how great | ſay thefe 
rorments are, ſpeaking'of rhem. as, they 
are for the mot part, may be ſhewed..

who ſuffereth for his friend, doth make hisſa+ 
tisfaGion wore pleaſing to God, then if be ha4 
ſuffered for hisownſelfe. And it is certain 
out 'of' wholy Scripture, that Charity 
doth add anexceeding worth and value 
to onr leaſta&ions; for only Charity 1t 
Is, which' makech a cup of cold water 
given for Chriſts. ſake, to. be rewarded 
mn the life co come. And only Charity 
1 was, which made the poor widows 
mite of greater price, chen' the richelt 
guifts. 2, 
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2. Now then all meriting hath for 
reward ſome higher degree of celeſtiall 
glory;which degree ſhould not have been 
purchaſed, without that meritorious 
work had bin done : ſo 'that 1f there be 
two men, who before were of equall me- 
rits, and the one of them ſhould give a 
cup of cold water more for Chriſts ſake, 
then the other ſhould give, this man for 
this ſo ſmall a good work , ſhould have a 
higher degree of glory, thanthe other,8 
conſequently he ſhould ſee God for all 
eternity more perfe&ly, and be forever 
more happy then the other. So'that if 
we did truly love either God or our 
ſelves,we ſhould think ali ſufferings what 
ſoever, even thole of Purgatcry,, to bea 
ſmall price for the ieaſt degree of glory; 
for indecd- the leaſt is a good ſo great, 
that the ſuffering of neverſo long a Pur - 
gatory for purchaſing it , would not be 
ſo much as ſuffering .a flea-bite to pur- 
chaſe the Empire of the whole world. It 
would make a man bleſſe himſelf to ſee, - 
how ſtarke mad men are in negle&ing 

luch a good. 
3. Toour purpoſe then, Iſay, that 
Dl PPly ng our ations to'the ſouls in 
Saory we do merit more, 'then if 
we 
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we had not applyed them to this end; 
and not only more,but very much more: 
and therefore though we did fuſtaine 
other many , and great inconve- 
niences , yet they were all to be coun- 
ted as nothing , in compariſon ofthele 
ineſtimable treaſures of merit, which 
by this devotion we purchaſe. St. The- 


. mas in ſupplement, Dueſt. 25. Art. 3. ſaich 


excellent well. Effenti«l! Reward i infi- 
wnitely better , thext the forgiveveſſe of tempo=- 
rall paine,, So that though by applying 
our ſatisfaftions unto others we ſhould 
omitt to gaine for our ſelves this forgzve- 
neſic of temporall paine Yet we gaine no- 
tably by the bargain, ifin place thereof 
we much encreaſe our efſenciall Reward 
in everlaſting glory.For thisisan eternal 
good,a good infinitely berter,then the for- 
givneſſe of temporall paine, as the Prince of 
Divines truly caught you, The Canſes 
which make chis a& of fo high merit, 
may be many : for as we have ſhewedin 

the fourth Chapter, this devotion may 

be a work of moſt fingular Charity, moſt 

admirable Gratitude, moft rare Contri- 

tion, moſt tender love towards our Lord . 
and Saviour. But that which in a par- 


ticular manner doth raiſe the worth of 
this 
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this ation, is the'moſt ardent Charity, 
and pious mercy towards ourNeighbour, 
which here is ſoreſplendant,that it doth 
containe, and ſurpaſle all and every one 
of thoſe works of mercy which our Savi- 
our eſteems ſo dearly, rhat unto them 
by name he ſhall give theerernall poſſeſ- 
fion of heaven, when he ſhall come to 
judge., For he ſhall ſay unto thoſe who 
Rand at the right hand : Come ye bleſied 
of my fatber, and poſſe ſie the kingdome prepa- 
red for you from the making of the world: for 
I was bungry, and you gave me to eat, I was 
thir(iy, and you gave me to drink, a pilgrime, 
and you entertained me, naked, and you Clog- 
thed me, ſick, and you did viſite me, impriſo- 
ned and you came unto me,Mat, 25. This a&, 
I fay, boch containeth , and ſurpaſſeth 
all thoſe works put together, For who 
relieveth a ſoul in Purgatory , though 
he giveth not a peece of bread tothe hun= 
gry, yer hegiverh the food of life, and 
bread of Angels to one, who was tor- 
mented worſe then death with the hun- | 
gerotit., Hegiveth not a, cup of cold 
wacer to the thirſty, but he giveth the 
Founcaine of living water, which run- 
nech into life everlaſting; unto-him, 
Whole thirſt of ic was ſo uitolerable; that | 
no 
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no paine in the world can be compared. 

to it. He doth not lodge a poor harbour- 
leſspilgrim in a barne for a night,but for. 
the whole long day of eternity, he lod- 
geth inthe Heavenly manſions, a poor 
ſoul, which wandred from this her home. 
ever fince her creation. He giveth not. 

a few caſt-of rags to cloath the naked, 
bur he giveth the marriage garmentun- 
to him, who for want of it was caſt for. a 
time into outward darknefſe; He doth. 
not givea comfortable vilite,to one that 
lieth fick of a burning feaver; buthim,, . 
who burnerh with Purgatory flames, he 
carrieth to vific for ever God, & his An» 
gels. In fine, he doth not go ro the 
1mpriſoned,to afford them ſome ſmal aſ- 
ſiſtance, but he bringech one our of the 
hery dungeon of Purgatory, itito the li- 
berty of the Children of God,\ 

4. Another cauſe there is, which doth; 
wonderfully, exaggerate the worth of all 
cheſethings, which followeth in the a- 
bovyecited Scripture- For when the Bleſ- 

# ſed ſhall ſay, Lord when. have we ſeen 

* the hungry, and fed thee? our Lord ſhall 

* anſwer them . Verily I. ſay unto you,as long 

$ as you have done qny of theſe things to one of 
theſe my leaſt. brethren, you have done thens 

| hls unto 
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unto we, O what reward ſhall he haveof 
ſo liberall a Majeſty , whohath doneſo 
oratefull a ſervice, as the very freeing of 
Chriſt himſelf from Purgatory (if ſo he 
could be liable unto it) would be. See 
what Chriſt ſaid to St, Gertrude {.5.c.,21, 
Inflitut. Divin. 

5. The cauſe,which may make the me- 
rit of this a& to amount ro an inconcep- 
tible greatnes, is this,that thoſe who are 
truly devoted to aflift cheſe ſouls,receive 
daily ſuch,copius ſhowersof divine grace 
that, if they be not very backward mn 
correſponding to them, they muſt needs 
go on daily increaſing the treaſures of - 
their merits. For though many doubt, 
whether the ſouls, whilſt they remain in 
Purgatory, do pray for them by name, 
who doth pray for them, (becauſe they 
not ſeeing God, cannot know who they 
are, whopray forfhem) yet there ſeems 
tobe all reaſonthagr. they ſhould makein 
a generall manne# inceſſant prayer to 

Almighty God to bleſke all thoſe, who 
ſhall pray for them; for this opinion is 
oorh pious and probable,as Szarez ſaith, 
h 1. deoret,c,2, And Denis the Car- 
© man recounteth , how that in a Di- 
me Revelation, theſe words by a ſer- 
yant 
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vant of God were heard to be uttered 
with the common voice of the ſoules in 
Purgatory : O Lord God grant , out of thy 
incomtprehenfible- power,a hundred fo!4 reward 
fo a'l th:ſe in the world who with their prayers 
do help us, and lift us up towards the light of 
thy deity (de judic, anim. circa finem ) How 
ſovever, no man can doubt, but when 
they come to heaven,they will both day 
and nighr,as cffcaciouſly as they can re- 
commend unto Almighty God, rhe ne- 
ceſlities of all thoſe, who were fo chari- 
table unto them, as to obtain their dehi- 
very out of their horrible torments,and 
ro purchaſe for them the light of God; 
whom to ſee one moment ſooner , they 
know now what a good it is. 

6. What grarefull heart then , can e- 
ver forget fuch a benefa@our, eſpecially 
when withoutany labourat all,yea wick 
greateſtpleaſure and content , he can a- 
bundancly requite his charity. Ingrati- 
rude isa vice, and hath no place in hea« 
ven. More gratefulil therefore queſtion= 
lefle will cheſe foules be , moft gratefull 
will be all cheir freinds , acquaintance, 
and kindred,their Angel-guardians,and 
Patrons, yea all che whole Court of hea - 
yen ; ſeeing that chere is thar perfedt 

| D charity 
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charity amongſt the Bleſſed , that every 
one of them 1s no leſle glad of his neigh- 
bours good, then be is of his own : and 
this a&1on 1s incomparably more grate- 
full unto them , in regard that the ho- 
nour of che divine Majeſty is much in- 
creaſed, and our bleſſed Saviour fo fin- 
oularly pleaſed by itzthar it is as accept- 
able unto him, as if he himſelf in perſon 
had been the party delivered' from the 
pains of Purgatory. The, graces thus 


that thou mayeſt come to owe thy ſalva- 
tion unto them, as when by theſe Inter- 
ceſſions ſome damnable temptation is 


quite overthrown thee ; or when by their 
prayers grace 15 given thee, to become 
victorious againſt ſuch dangerous tem- 
Ptations ; orif thou haſt conſented un- 
to them,Grace is by their intreaty given 
unto thee, ro excite thee to moſt hearty 
and pure contrition. Thus by labouring 
to. Rep. others from Purgatory , thou 
mayſt help chy ſelf to avoid hell; and 
by. concurring to bring the ſoules ofo- 
thers to Heaven, thou mayeſt procure 
heavenly glory co thy own felf Thus 

A mercijull man doth benefit to his own ſoule,

flowing down upon thee may be ſuch, 


born off from- thee, which might have 
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Prov,i1. If thou hadfſta due feeling of 
the unſpeakable evills of Hell, and in- 
conceptible goods of Heaven, thou 
wouldſt not a little eſteem ſuch a means 
as this 13, ſo much helping tothe avoid= 
ing of ſuch an evill, and obtaining of 
ſuch agood. O my deare brother, de- 
privenot theſe poore ſoules of this re- 
lief, chy ſelf of cheſe merits, the whole © 
Court of Heaven of this joy,Chritſt ofthis 
comfort, God of this-honour, a

That gur ations offered up for the fouls in Pure 


gatory, are not leſſe, but more impetratory 
of other favours, PTE. 


I, 


Pit I muſt 1ntreat my Reader to call 
co minde that,which'in the laſt chap< 
ter but one hath been ſaid concerning 
the impetratory vertue of our a&ions, 
which being oppiyed co the ſoulsin Pur- 
gatory according to their ſatisfatory 
vertue onely,retain notwithſtanding the 
ſelf ſame yertue co impetrate,which they 
D 2 ſhould 
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ſhould have had, thongh they had not 
been thus applyed : for as 1 fatishe for 
my (ins by that very Prayer, by which I 
beg my daily bread, and the obtaining 
of this petition, is nothing hindered by 
this ſatisfa&ion 3 ſo the work which ſa - 
tisfieth for the {ins of others , doth not 
become lefle apt to move the goodneſle 
of God to the grant of any favour,for ob- 
raining of which this work may alſo be 
offered. Wherefore they are in an error, 
who think that they mult caſt all other 
devotions aſide, and neither pray for 
themſelves,nor for their friends, nor for 
their own private, or the publike neceſ- 
fities, if they follow our advice in pray- 
ing, faſting,giving alms, and offcring up 
their other good works for the ſoules 
in Purgatory ; whereas all theſe things 
may be performed without the leaſt hin- 
derance to the obtaining of any thing 
they can requeſt : for theſe works onely, 
as they are ſatisfaQtory, may be applyed 
for the relief of theſe ſoules, and as they 
are impetratory, they may be offered up 
forthe obtaining of what. we pleaſe. 

2. Trueic is, that ſometimes the very 
thing, which we do deſire and petition 
im our Prayers, 15 the relief of the ſoules 

| in 
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in Purgatory, and we do aCtually crave, 
intreat, and beg for this ; and unto this 
our ſo earneſt requeſt , we do joyn other 
works of faſting , almeſdeeds, &c, to 
move the mercy of God to hear graci- 
ouſly this our petition 3 and then we 
need nct wonder if our prayers, as they 
are impetratory, do not 1mpetrate for us 
other favours, for we neverdid demand 
them : ſo when I pray for the health of 
my Father, this prayer of mine doth nor 
impetrate the health of my mother: 
and even as, when I pray for both the 
health of my Father and my Mother, 
this prayer of mine 1s not ſo efficacious 
to obtain tke healrh of my Father, as.-it 
would have been made for that end one- 
ly and no other : So when | pray foro- 
ther things, and alfo for the ſouls in Pur- 
vatory , this prayer of mine 1s not per- 
haps fo efficacious to obtain thofe other 
things, as it would have been, if1t had 
been made for thoſe onely , and for no- 
thing elſe. I did fay( perhaps ) for there 
be many reaſons (as we ſhall ſee preſent- 
ly) for whichPrayer,thus made becom- 
meth - very efficacious for the obraming 
thoſe other requeſts, which'I delire to 


have granted, and which perhaps may 
D 3 further

further the grant of them, far more then 
praying for them alone would do. 

3, But forthe preſent, let us ſuppoſe 
that ſuch a prayer 1s Jeſſe etteQuall for 
obtaining of other things;yet this ought 
not to make men more backward ro 
pray for the ſouls in Purgatory; for ſhall 
Inever pray for my Mother, becauſe by 
\ the ſame prayer I obtaine ſome what lets 
for my Father, then I ſhould have done, 
#1 had prayed for him only? In the 
choice of rheſe intentions, for which we 
| pray, we muſt regard many things, as 


our neighbour, our own ſpirituall ad- 
vancement, the common good of the 
Z Church, and the like, Now perhaps 
all chings well confidered, there will 
- ſcarce be found any one thing, which 
- oughtſo dearly to be commended to 
out devotions as praying for the dead; 
In the "hich, among other chings,there 
isalſo this to be noted, that as St. Thomas 
ſaith, 2: ſuppl, 3.Þ.q. 21.4, 5. God doth 
rather accept of prayers for the dead then for 
the living, becauſe they not being able , as the 
living are,to help themſelves, do more land in 
fjced of the belp of others, To the which we 


may 


| the greater glory of God, the neceſſity of 
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niay add a worthy conſideration of St. 
Denis, that famous diſciple of St. Part, 
(de, Eccl, Hier. c, 7.p 5.) to wit, that 
when wepray for the living, our prayer 
many times, as it i» impetratory, obtai- 
neth nothing at all,becauſe che thing we 
pray for is not convenient to be gran- 
red, or becauſe (to uſe his example) che 
ſins of thoſe we pray for, dohinder 
this effe&: as the finsof Saul did hinder 
thar the prayers of Samuel could not be 
heard in tis behalf, x Reg. 15.16. This 
in praying for the dead doth nevertake 
place; for thoſe who are departed in 
Gods grace, as St Anzuſlin, in Enchir c. 
100. reacheth, deſerved whiljt they lived, 
that theſe helps of prayers might profit them 
after their death ,Whence as Bel.arniy (aith 
[ 2.dePurg.c.18. Al Divines do apree that 
ſuch ſufſrages as are generally offered up for 
all the dead; do profit all of them But they 
diſagreee about theſe ſuſſrages which axe offe= 
red up for ſome dead in particular. For 
Cardinal Cajetan , To, 1, Opuſe. Traf. 

16.C, 15. 18 of opinion, that chole who 

in this life took no care to relieve the 

ſouls ofthe dead, ſhall receive no bene- 

fit by ſuch (uffrages,as theirliving friends 

offer up for them in particular, And 
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rhe holy and learned Doctor D enis the 
Carthufian( De judic. Animarum. art. ult.) 
ſaith, Thoſe who have been ſlothfull, and b 
acoligent, and hard-hearted in relieving the 
dead,muſt know that in the ſame meaſure that 
"I, they have meaſured out to others, it ſhall b: 
ZI meaſured back unto them, Jt this opinion 
were true, they ought not a little to be 
affrighted, who paſſe over ſoflightly, all 
hat belongs to theaſliftance of rhe dead, 
Zut the milder, and contrary Opinion 1s 
naintained by Beflarmm, and more 
ommonly by ali Divines Wherefore 
rayer for the dead is never made with- 
ut eftedt. Yertit is very good advice, 
when weoffer up our prayers for any 
FParcicularperſon to offer them fo that, F 
2.f ſuch'a perſon be not in need,tor capa» 
©” ble co be aſſiſted by them, they may be 
accepted for the aſliſtance of (uch others, 
> as may be relieved by them. The obfer- 
ving of this will make our Charity ſtill 
to have its full effe&. 

4. Letus come now to the reaſons for 
which (as I began to inlinuate) our i 
prayers are farr more impetratory when 
weremember the dead in them, then 
tyhen we omit this charitable remem- 

brance, | 
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brance, The fiſt reaſon 1s, becauſe 
this praying for the dead, is an aCt 
of mercy fo excellens that ir dorh in /a 
ſuper-emment manner contain and ſur- 
pate all the corporal] deeds of mercy 
pur together, as hath been demonſtra- 
ted. Now there is nv more cfiica- 
cious means to ſtirre up the mercy 
and liberality of GoQ towards us, 
then the exerciſe of works of mercy and 
liberality: For as our Saviour faith Mat. 
6. Bleſſed be the mercifull, becauſe they ſhall 
o:taine mercy. And again, Marc. y. 74 
what meaſure you ſhall meaſure unto othors, 2x 
ſhal be meaſured back to you again; ( O& adji- 
Cretur vobzs ) and meaſured back with preat 
encreaſe. Will you know with how great? 
St. Luke tellethſyon: A good meaſure, 4 
heaped meaſure, a meaſure preſied down, and 
ruanmng over they ſhall give into vour boſome, 
Lrc, 6. With what words con]d the larg= 
nelie of this meaſure have been more 
fully ſet forch? And indeed of iv good 2 
God we could expect no oth: r: far be 10 
from him that our liberalicy ſhoil ra - 
ther'ſhut,then open his hands. His deeds 
will ever prove his ſaying tric: Gwe and 
i ſhall be given rnto you , 11 the men. 


(ure 
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ſure declared unto you, in this very 
place. 

5. And we may be the more gGonfi- 
dent ofthis particular aft, becauſe our 
Saviour taketh it as done unto himſelf; 
and therefore doubtleſle as choſe fouls, 
which we have delivered, cannot but be 
moſt ready tofurther any juſt petition , 
which we ſhail make: ſo our dear Lord, 
who counterh himſelf to be the perſon 
releaſed, will never be wanting in the 
furtherance of whatſoever we ſhall pi- 
ouſly defire. Now to have his good 
word ſo fure on our fide, muſt needs be 
of greater conſequence for obtaining a- 
Fny reaſonable favour, then any thing 
” wecan deviſe. And as farr as my capa» 
” city can reach, I cannot conceive in 
” what manner we may more efficaciouſly 
compaſie the grant of all our moſt im- 
portant requeſts, then by thus obliging 
(as I may ſay) Chriſt our Lord to ſpeak 
in our behalf, with that earneſtneſle, 
which we mayimagine thoſe ſouls to ule, 
whom we have rehieveJ. 

6. A further reaſon why cur Prayers, 
when we remember the ſouls of Purga- 
tory in them, do become of far greater 
efficacy to obtain our requeſts, 1s this : 

Becaule 
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Becauſe (as hath been infinuated) this 
prayer, though of it ſelf ic bath not this 
creater efficacy,yet what it wanteth of it 
ſelf, it procureth t@ be far more ef- 
feftually performed by the help of thoſe 
voices, which it winneth, among which 
the firſt place js to be giver to the Weird 
incarnate, whoſe words cannot but be 
heard : I did kaow, that thou doeſt alwayes 
hear me, ſaith this our Lord, Joan. g. The 
VOICES alſo of heavens whole Court can- 
not but joyn with the Yerd , both be- 
cauſe their affe&ions are united with an 
inſeparable true-lovers knor, and becauſe 
there 1s not one in heaven,who thinkech 
not himſelfco have particular intereſt in 
the furtherance of this cauſe; for all that 
Bleſſed manſon love the ſoule releaſed, 
even as they love their own ſouls. For 
as St. Auſtin ſaith , in Manuali 35. There 
no body loveth another leſſe than himſelf : 
Whence every one doth not otheryiſe rejoyce 
at each ones good, then at his «wm And con- 
ſequently all and every one of them will 
be in a manner as forward to aſſiſt us, as 
thoſe ſoules will be, who were releaſed 
by our prayers. And who can exprefſe 
how ready theſe ſoules releaſed, or relics 
ved by us,are to help usin all Ocenevenr 
Ces.

ces ? Tell me now, what means can you 
invent more efticacions to make, in a 
manner, ſure whatſoever you requeſt. 

-. Behold here a moſt admirable man- 
ner of Communicaticn, whyzch we living 
in the Church Militant , may keep »'**: 
our brerhren , both belonging to the 
Church patient in Purgatory , and Tri- 
umphant in Heaven; ſo obliging, an fo 
gratifying them, and each one of them, 
that'we come to have as many , and as 
| powerfull Interceffors to promote all our 
| juft requeſts, as Heaven hath Citizens, 
| Art not thou then ( Dear Chriſtian ) of 
my minde, that in order to obtain any 
” favour for our ſelves, or for any other, 
* there is ſcarceany means ſo effe&uall, as 
to be ſtil] afliſtant to theſe ſuffering ſouls, 
by procuring ſacrifices, by offering Praye 
ers, Faſts,and Almſdeeds for them ? The 
R.F, Alexis de Sals( 1. part 62. )thus writ- 
eth of himſelf. One of my particular Devo 
tions 1s, whenſoever I deſire ts obtain any par 
ticular favour for my ſelf, or any other, to ſay . 
ſome few prayers for the Dead. And I aſſure 
you, I have exferienced in my ſelf and others 
firange effetis, For my part I have ſcen, 
and by moft credible relations heard, fo 
many apparent examples to confirm this 

| | practiſe % | 
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praQiſe,that ens ry of never ſoſub* 
tle diſputanrs ſhall diſpute me out of it, 
This experience quite blunts their ſhar- 
peſt weapons. Though if we come todiſ- 
puting, 1 hold my ſelf to have faid e- 
11.1gh both here , and in the firſt part, 
Chap. 24 from num. 6, toxum. 10. I catts 
nor therefore but recommend the Devoe 
tion which many uſe; who being to un- 
dertake long and troubleſome journeys, 
do willingly undergo this difficulty , ro 
the end that they may make,as it were,as 
many Pilgrimages,as dayes journeys, for 
the Nlief' of theſe fouls, in whoſe behalf 
they daily offer up the labour, and toile 
of each dayes travell , which by this de- 
votion becomes both more (weet and 
profperous. But that the leaft occaſion 
of the leaſt errour may not be given by 
whart I write, I have thought fit ro ſpeak 
here a ſhort word of ro queſtions, very 
commonly demanded, 

8. The firlt queſtion is, Whether we 
are co implare the aide, help,or interceſ- 
{ion of ſuch ſouls as are till in Purgatory. 
And 1 make choice to antwer by recoun- 
ting unto y ol,what hath been delivered 
by twa of the greatelt perſonages of this 
laccer Age. The firſt is Cardinal Bellarm, 
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I. 2.de Purgatorio. chap 157, It is not ancred;. 
ble but that the ſoules in Purgatory do pray &>» 
immpetrate for us; for Dives in Hell,CLuk. 16.) 
prayed for bis brothers, when he was 11 greater 
torment,than thoſe in Purgatory : Yet I pray 
note well what follows. But though theſe 
things be true, yet commonly it ſeemes ſuper flu- 
us to beg of them to pray for us Bec 2uſe they 
ve no ordinary means to ktow what we doe 
x particular. But they have onely in general 
hrs knowledge, that we are in many neceſſities. 
Veither is it likely, that -ordinarily they have 
Rev-lations concerning what we do, or what 
pe ah of them: Thus far Bellarmin. Tet 
5 now hear the other great Door, 
Which is Suarez [. :. de Orat, Cc. ro. wri- 
Feing thus of che ſoules in Purgatory. If 
© they knw not our prayers, it ſvems an idle and 
C ſuperfluous thing to pray to them Tet I adde, 
” thrt it *- mot certain that" they do wt 
' know our prayers. And it is mof 
mmcredible , but thatthey are made 
known to them by their Angels-guardians, or 
elſe by our Angels. For this is not a thing a- 
bove their tate, And this is an ad ſutable to the 
oFce of thoſe Angels-keepers, Wherefore if any 
one ſhould find fruit and devotion,in this man. 
ner of prayer , he ſeems not to be diſſwaded 
from-it But ( good Reader ) paſle not 
over theſe his following words, without 
£a- 
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taking ſpeciall notice cf them, Although 
(ſaith he ) this manner of Prayer ſeems not 
neceſſary. Becauſe Devotion towards the ſouls 
in Purgatory is more manifeſted by ayding and 
aſſiſting them by ſatisfaFory works , done in 
their bebalf, and by praying for them, And 
this ſuffices to move them to pray for us, when 
and after what manner they ſhall be able ace 
cording i. the divine ordination. This ſeems 
the very beſt deciſion of this queſtion. 
If che Heire apparent to a great Kingdom 
were held captive by his Enemies, & left 
in cruel] torments by them,from which, 
either by ſome convenient adviſe or de- 
viſe, I were able to reheve him; think 
you not that I ſhould far ſooner deſerve 
his favour and aſliſtance in all things, by 
affording him my ſeaſonable help, ra- 
ther then in imploying my hands to pre= 
{ent an unſeaſonable Petition unto him 
to be aſſiſtant unto me, Theſe waoare 
now in Purgatory. be heirs apparent to 
the Kingdome of Heaven, though their 
offences ( which be their greateſt ene- 
mies)have left them fora time abandon- 
ed to unſufferable torments, 1f we de- 
fire indeed to obtain and deſerve their 
beſt ayde and help, let us rather be now 
ayding and helping unto them, by moſt 


ſcaſonable prayers for them , then be-

come unſeaſonable Petitioners unto 
them. Moreover by thus affording them 
relief, rather then by begging relief of 
them, I ſhall win the favour of their An- 
oel-keepers, their patrons and friends mn 
Heaven, and Chriſt himſelf, with all 
thoſe blefled Spirits , as the prealledged 
Reaſons do convince. 
The ſecond queſtion is; Whether ſoules 
in Purgatory pray for the } iving ?

above cited, ſuppoſes that they pray for 
W us in a general manner 3 whic!. opinion

Eclares it very well ro our purpoſe. They 
= may pray (ſaith he } for all ſuch as pray fur 
& them , or who do any thing advancing their 


deliverance For that prayer is for ſuch per- 


fons as God knows in particular , although 


theſe ſoules do not. They may therefore begg of 
God that he would be pleaſed to ſucconr them, 
to forgive their fins ( by (tirring them to Con- 
trztion ) to take temptations away from th-m, 
and do them ſuch like favours as theſe are. 
And whoſoever ſhall well ponder it, he 
will finde theſe favours to be ſuch,as may 
extraordinarily conduce towards our 
eternal ſalvarion,as we ſaid in the end of 
the fixth Chapter. Yea by this means, 

| WE 
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we may come alſo often to obtain all 
thoſe our pious Requeſts, to fiirther 
which we did betake our ſelves to offer 
up ſome peculiar devotions fot the ſouls 
in Purgatory. For whilſt theſe ſouls, alt 
of them, are ſo frequently, and as it were 
inceſſantly begging,that God would gra- 
ciuſly grant all that piouſly ſhall be de- 
manded of him,whether it be for them- 
ſelves, or for others. by all ſuch as ſhall 
be their ſpeciall benefattors , the Divine 
Mercy, by fo fervent, by ſo juſt, by ſo in- 
ceſſant prayers, of fo many, and ſogood 
friends of his, is {weetly drawn to con= 
deſcend to their requeſt. For why ſhould 
20t thys be their requeſt (ſaith Szarez;) jceing 
that this is an a(t of Charity and Gratitude, 
Whenc- with the ſame Doftor , 1 con= 
clude, That we have from henc* ſufficient

\ TOw wecome to that point , which 
L VY onely hath difficulry in this matter;

our ſelves, no more then we can pay our 
Qebts with the ſame money, which we 
pay for the debts of our friends. This 

dithculty is very ſolidly anſwered, by 
fayinz thac which is moft true; to wit, 
that to pray for ; and aſliſt the ſoules in 
Purgatory,isan a&tſo highly meritorious 
of grace and glory, an a fo impetrato- 
ry of ſuch things,as may be eternaly be- 
neficial to our own ſcules, that the loſfle 
of the fruit of our ſatisfa&tions is nothing 
to be valued in regard of the gain, which 
wepurchaſe,as mayappear by what hath 
been ſaid before , Cap. $7 num, 2,3. Aſe- 
cond 
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cond , and ſufficient anſwer might be, 
that this loſſe may fully be repaired by 
the gaining of Indulgences for our ſelves. 
So though I cannot pay my own debts 
with the ſame money, which I pay out 
for the debts of my friends,yet I may by 
favour, procure a releaſment of my owr 
webts, and lobe as freefrom them, asjifl 
had paid them with that money, which [ 
liberally laid out to diſcharge my friends

doth any part of it benefit any one, but 
my ſelf. Now I aftirme that with this 
aft, by which with ſo great Charity to 
God and my neighbour,l give away this 
Faſt, this Almes, and Prayer, I do both 
fatisty for my fins, and ſatisfy in no 
mean manner, but in a manner farr 
more excellent, then is ordinarily con- 
ceived. | 
3. For firſt thisis an aft moſt merito- 
rious, and conſequently moſt ſatisfafto=- 
ry. Foras the learned Vaſquez teacheth 
2.P.9. 94 dub. 5.n.3. Every good work, 
for the ſelfe ſame cauſe for which it doth 
deſerveto be rewarded in heaven, de- 
ſerveth alſo freedome from ſuch impe- 
diments as may hinder the enjoying of 
this reward; ſuch an impediment as the 
being in Purgatory would be. Morec- 
ver, the more that we by our good deeds 
do endeare our felves to the Divine Ma- 
jelty, the more we do recompence any 
former diſpleaſure don unto him, Grate=

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full ſervices cannot but aboliſh old offen.. 
ces, Hence alſo Divines of prime note 
do averre, that all good Aﬀts arein the 
ſelf ſame degree fauisfafory , 1n which 
they are meritorious So faith Vidgoria, 
Soto, Lec "(ma &c. Now we have de- 
monſtrated,that this a& is in a very higiz 
degree meritorious,and therefore by coi 
ſequence it mult be in a very high degree 
ſatisfactory. © RY De | 
4. But let us conſider a little more 
this a&t by it ſelf: Firit it cannot but be 
hard and laborious to corrupted nature 
tobewilling to faſt for another, pray for 
another, give alms for another : and if 
this be not- very difh-ult, why do you 
hold back ſo muck, ſeeing ic may be fo 
beneficiatl unco you? If you finde no dif- 
ficulty, becauſe your Charity towards 
your neighbour is ſuch, that with joy 
you can do all theſe things for his ſake; 
this pious diſpoſition of yours doth not 
leflen, but increaſe the ſatisfatory ver- 
tue of this a&, For as excellently, St. 
Thomas iu ſuppl q.15.4.x. The leſſening 
of the paine, which proceeds from the readine* 
of the will cauſed by Charity , doth not d1ms- 
riſh, but increeſe ihe efcacyof car ſatis aft 
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s. Again,thisis an aG of rare Charity 
towards God, whole glory we advance 
by thus procuring the increaſe of his 
honour, done to him in heaven by the 
ſouls we releaſe;and towards our Neigh- 
bour, to whom we procure th- greateſt 
g00d that may be. Now (as Konincke, 
ſaith; de Sacram. difp. i o. de ſatisf. dub 4) 
'Not a few , but all Divines do teach, that by 
an ai of Charity produced with never ſo much 
eaſe and delight, a man may ſatisfy for all 
the pains be bath deſerved. The Scripture 
tellech us as much : Many ſins are forgiven 
ber, becauſe ſhe bath loved much. Luc,7. A- 
bove all things baving ' continually mutuall 
Charity among your ſelves, becauſe Charity 
doth cover the multitude of ſins.

Now if our Saviour taketh 
the delivery of the Souls of his brethren 
as gratefully,as if his own foul had been 


freed from Purgatory ; what ſhadow of 


likelihood is there, that he will not pro- 
cure the delivery of him , whom he ac- 
knowledgeth to have been as his own de- 
liverer? who of us can have the heart, 
(and our hearts are hard enough ) yet 
who of us can have the heart, tolet him 
lie roſting in Purgatory flames,who hath 
freedus from this miſery,eſpecially if we 
could effe& his releaſment, as cafily as 
our Saviour can work ours, even Without 
breach of the veryrigour ofjuſticezto wit,

@ meaſure preſſed down, and running over., 
they ſhall give into your boſome, Luc.6, The 
thing which we did give, was the fruits 
of our ſatisfaftions, for ſupply of our 
Brethrens want, by which gift he was 
releaſed. Wherefore that our Lord may 
return us equall meaſure, as great wants

5. To all theſe fo well grounded rea- 
ſons we wil add for a conclufion,the cer- 
tan afhſtance,which infallibly in this our 
necellity will be afforded us, by all thoſe, 
whom 
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whom we have either releaſed, or relie: 
ved: arid not onely all theſe happy ſouls; 
but alſo all; and evety one of their bleſ- 
ſed kindred, Angel-guardians, Patrons, 
&c. will favour us in ourdeath, to re- 
quite the favour, by which we obliged 
-hem in our life: (o that many of the 
Saints,by their glorious interceſſons,and 
ſome by offering up for us their ſuperas 
bundant fatisfa&ions , will ſo prevaile 
with the mercy of God;that we need noc 
much fear ; a)l _ being pur together, 
to be long left forlorn in the flames of 
Purgatory. 

6. And leaſt perhaps this feare might 
have ſome little place left in any mans 
heart, it hath "leaſed the Divine good- 
neſſe, by word of mouth, to confirm all 
we have ſaid. St. Gertrude Was one of the 
-aoft renowned Saints for vertue , and 
one of the moſt wonderfull Saints for the 
miraculous favours, which 'daily were 
done unto her, that the Church hath 
had. This bleſſed Saint (as Deny the 
Carthuſian relateth ) did with an adm1- 
rable affe&tion, give all and every ofher 
aQions;wholy unto the ſouls in Purgato- 
ry 3 not reſerving for herſelf the leait 
fruit of her fatisfaftions, Coming 
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therefore to dye,ſhe began not a little to 
be afflited in minde, for fear leaſt thar 
having many fins to ſatisfie for , and ha= 
ving left her (elf deſtitute of all her (atis- 
faory works , ſhe might be lyable to 
grievous puniſhments, But Chrift him- 
{elf did vouchſafe to comfort her with 
theſe words : That thou mayeſt underſtand, 
bow gratefull that charity of thine hath been 
unto me , which thou didjt ſhew towards the 
ſoules, I do euen tow forgive thee all thoſe 
pains, which thou ſhouldjt have ſuffered And 
I, who for one have promiſed a hundred fold, 
will now ſhew my liberality, and I will heap up 
glory upon thee, ' 
; 7. This comfort may they expe&;who 
have ſhewed the like mercy towards the 
ſouls'of their brethren; bur thoſe, who 
have flighted this devotion as ſupesſti- 
tious, or fit onely for old wives,may juſt- 
ly feare, to have thoſe dreadfall words 
ſpoken unto them : F.ſtice without mercy

been provedin the eighth Chapter: yea

4. To conclude this Chaprer; in a 


word, it is nothing againſt well ordred 
charity cowards Gur lelves,to help theſe 
fouls as much as we can; but it needs 
mult be againſt perfeCtion of this Chari« 
ty, not toaſſiſtthem to Our full power; 
for that we looſe the merit of ſo rare a 
charity, and the lofſe of this mericis a 
loſs of the perfeCter {tight ofGod forever. 

What a loffe is this (dear Brother) what 
a lofle is this ? Remember whar we (aid 
out of Sr. Thom, Chap. 6.1. 3. Thatour 
Efertiall Blifſe ( which conulſts In the fru- 
ieion of God,of which weare made more 
abundantly partaker by having exerci- 
ſed more abundant Charity to our 
neighbours) z infinitely better then the for 
gvneſſe of temporal] paine; which notwith- 
ftanding js the chiefeſt good,which thoſe 
niggards aime at, who pretend fo much 
charity to themſelves, They underſtand 
not,that true Charity to themſelves con 

ſits in the reall defiring , and effettu- 

all procuring their own good. Thoſe 

do nor do this, who fixing their eyes one 

ly upon that temporal! good,which co11- 

fiſts mn purchaſing forgivenelſe of the 
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remporall paine due to their fins, omit 
to procure that, which z finitely better 
then this forgiveneſſe, Thatis, chey omit 
to purchaſe a more eminent degree in 
fruition of Efſentiall Beatitude, by be- 
ing made partakers of which they might 
have known, honoured, loved, and 
enjoyed God, for a whole Eternity, in a 
fir more perte&X manner then now they 
ſhall. A good,fo farre ſurpaſſing the for- 
viveneſſe of all temporal pain.in Purga- 
tory, That there 1s not one of the Saints 
in Heaven, who would not willingly un- 
dergo the temporal pains of a thouſand 
Purgatories , if by the nndergoing of 
them , he might notably increaſe his 
Eſſential Glory in Beatifical Viſion, and 
Fruitionz as we may do,exerciling theſe 
moſt mericorious Ads of Charity in re- 
lieving the Souls in Purgatory , which 
how much they conduce to our advance- 
ment in Eſſential Beatitude, hath been 
largely declared in the ſixth and ſeventh 
Chapters, 

5 I have yet one ſhortQueſtion to ask of 
theſe provident felf-ſeekers of their own 
commodity 3 whether they do conceive, 
that by reſerving all the benefits of their 
fatisfakory works to themElves onel L

withour beſtowing any part upon the 
ſouls of their diſtreſſed Brethren, their 
ſatisfa&ions will ſo abound, as to ſuftice 
for the full payment of all their debts to 
God,even to the laſt farthing. Surely 
you little underſtand the greatneſſe and 
multitude of your offences, and hugely 
overvalue your own works, if you think 
you have no reaſon to feara very fearfull 
account in Purgatory. Burt ( as I proved 
in the former Chapter ) thoſe, whoſe 
Charity hath been eminent in Relieving 
the ſouls of their departed Brethren, 
may have juſtly great hopes of avoiding 
all , ora very great part of cheir Purga- 
tory- pains : ſo that the forgivenetle of 
temporal pains in Purgatory,which you 
eſteem ſo gxeat-a good , may ſooner be 
purchaſed by this Devotion;together with 
a far more eminent degree in Efſentiall 
Beatitude, which is a good fo infinitely 
ſ{urpaſſing rhe former. Wherefore if we 
be indeed true lovers and ſeekers of our 
own commodity , here is enough ſpoken 
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CHAP. R 1. 


} By what means,we may help the ſoules in Put« 
l- gatory. 
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TF God hath done us the f.vour to 
L1f{often our hearts, we ſhall not now de- 
fire any new motives, but rather ſeek by 
what means we may chiefly relieve theſe 
poore ſoules. For thoſe, who are thus 
diſpoſed , we will declare what is to be 
done in this matter. 
2. That which in the firſt place ought 
to be recommended is, that if they will 
F indeed benefit either their own ſouls, or 
'' Jarisfe for the ſouls of their neighbours, 
| they muſt put themſelves iv the ſtare of 
ſeaee: fora dead member can neither 
elp the body, of which it 1sa member,

nor any body elſe. And St. Paul ſaith, 
x Cor. 13. Although I ſhould diſtribute all 
my proves, although I ſhould deliver up my body 
to bury , yes if 1 ſvould not have charity , it 
Profiteth nothing, This ſuppoſed, 
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3. The ordinary means of relieving the 
dead be theſe; Prayer, Faſting,and Almſ- 
deeds As for prayer forthe dead, itis 1n- 
| ftitutedby the Apoſtles themlelves,as we 
proved in the firlt part; and ſo eſteemed - 
by the holy Church, thar at theend of. 
| every houre of DivineOffice,ſhe teachech 
1 us to pray, that the ſouls of the faithfull 
{ mayreſtin peace; for ſhe would nor 
have us pray at any hour, without re- 
membring theſe afflited ſouls in our 
prayers It would make one wonder to 
ee,with wharcaffe&ion St. Auſtin, 1n the 
twolaſtChapters of his ninth book of his 
' Confeſſions, doth pray for the (cul of his 
dead Morher : and not content with his 
OWN proyermhe doch earneſtlycraveand 
beg the prayrs of all, in theſe kery words. 
Tnſpire, O Lord, inſpire 'into thy ſervants, 
that as many as fall read theſe things, may be 
mindfull at thy altar, of Monica thy ſervant, 
that that which ſhe did laſt of all requeſt of me, 
' maybe the more plentifully performed by the 
| prayersof many. 
4. But among all kinde of 4" ay 
there is none COONRELEDES co the Oblati- 
"on of the dreadfu! Sacrifice of the Maſs: 
for in this Sacrifice the' fe!f-ſame Chrilt 
is offered,in an unbloudy manner,upon 
FÞ 3 the i 
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the Altar, who was offered in a bloudy 
manner upon the croſle. So faith St. 
Ambroſe,in Hebr. 10. We offer alwaies one 
aud the ſame ſacrifice, and net one lamb to 
morrow, and another to day, but alwaies the 


ſame, one Chriſt is every where, here fully and 


bhere fully. And again, .1. in Luc.C 1- 
When we ſacrifice, Chriſt is preſent , Chriſt 
7s ſacrificed. For as St. Auſtin ſaith /. 4.de 
Trin.C 14. The fleſh of our ſacrifice is made 
the body.of our Prieſt, Wherefore that moſt 
antient, and glorious Martyr St. Hippo- 
litws,in hisOration def onſummatione mundi, 
bringeth in our Saviour thus ſpeaking ro 
our Prieſts: Come you,who daily ſacrifice my 
body, and my bloud. And Chriſt ſaith this 
to all Prieſts; for as excellently, St. Chry- 
ſoftome hom 2. 11 2. ad Tim The. ſacred Obla- 
tion whatFrieſt ſoever. offers it,zs till the ſame: 


for men do not ſacrifice this viGime,but Chriſt 


himſelf.” Wherefore the vigtime, which 
in .this Sacrifice is offered, being true 
Chrift, and the ſelf ſame Chriſt being 
chief Prieſt, which by his Miniſters and 
Subſtitutes doth ſanEifyand offer this vi- 
Gime, can any one wouder, if all we 
Catholiques,. together with St.Eyril of 
Heeruſalem(Catec, mytag.5. ) Do believe, 
F2at the obſecration of that holy and dreadful 

| i Sacrifice , 
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Sacrifice, which is placed on the altar, is the 


greateſt help for the ſouls, for which it is offer- 
ed. See this place at large; fornothing 
can be ſpoken more Catholikely. 
5. The Sacrifices of the old Law were 
eſteemedby the chief and only crue be- 
lievers of thoſe times, to have ſuch ver- 
tue torelijeve the dead, that when ſoul- 
diers were {lain in battaile, they made a 
oathering of noleſſe then twelve thouſand 
drachms of filver, and ſent this money to Hie- 
ruſalem, that ſacrifice might be offered for the 
fins of the dead. 2. Machab.z2, What e- 
ſteem then ought we to have of our Sa- 
crifice ? St, Auſtin l. g. Confeſſ. c. 3. de- 
{ervedly praiſed his dead Mother in theſe 
words; She did not think how to have her body 
ſunptuouſly buried, or embalmed, but ſhe deſi- 
red that her memory might be made at Gods 
Altar; at which ſhe never omitted any one day 
of her life to be preſent, knowing that frem 
thenee is diſpenſed the holy Hoaſt, or Sacrifice, 
whereby is blotted out the guilt of the world. 
And this which ſhe requeſted, was fulfil- 
led, when the Sacrifice of our price was offe- 
red for her,as St Auſtin,cap 12,of the ſame 
Book, faith it was, ; ; 
'6. This piety, which ſoflouriſhedin 
the primitive Chuxch,ceaſech not in the

prime parts of the world to flouriſh in | 
theſe our days. No lefle then one thou» | 
{and and ſeven hundred Maſſes, upon 
one and rhe (elf ſame day, were in Ma- 
drid ce\ebrated at the funerals ofMargaret 
wite to Philip the third king of Spaine : 
and behdes a thouſand Maſſes,which this 
Queen by her will gave order to have 
{aid for her ſoul, the King of his libera- 
lity cauſed twenty thouſand more to be 
ſaid for her. Guſman, in vita Margar, 
Auſtriac p.3. C.3 It 15 not very many years 
fince the death of the Archduke Albertus, 
Prince of the Low-countries , whoſe 
pious Wife, Tſabell,did procure for the re- 
liefe of his (oule fourty thouſand Maſſes, 
and for thirty dayes together ſhe her (elf Y 
did hear ten Mafles daily, for herpious | 
Lord and Husband. PF. Fac Curpoiſier, 
in Mauſolzo 
7. As for Faſting, moſt remarkable is 
that which we read in the Scripture ; 
Thar after the death of Sax! and his ſons, 
The men of F abes Galaad did takg his dead 
body, an1 the dead bodies of his ſons, and bu- 
ried them in the wood of Fabes, and faſted 
ſeven dayes, i Reg.c.ult. Ulnder the name 
of Faſts all other mortifications, and au- 
ſerities are comprehended , as diſci- 


plines, 


aft, which St. 1»/izz doth ſo eſpecially, 
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plines,hair-cloath, lying on the grouud, 
&c. But becauſe ſome mens filken ears 
eannot endure {o hard language, as the 
naming of theſe things ; and others un- 
der prertence of health will plead inhabi- 
lity to perform (ſuch works, I will add 
ſome few as of mortification,which na 
man or woman can be too weak to exers 
ciſe. For example , to debar themſelves 
of ſome lefle neceſſary recreations, to ab=- 
ſtain from ſome ſweet mortels, for ſome 
ſmal ſpace to ke:p lilence, not to ſee, not 
to hearſuch, and ſuch curioſities. Bute 
one a& of Vertne there is, which rhe 
weakeſt creature in the world may pra- 
Etiſe;and it is an aft of ſo high worth,that 
the ſtrongeſt man in the worid can [ſcarce 
practiſe a better. It is this : for Chriſts 
(ake to forgive all thoſe, from y our very 
heart, who have done any imiury, or in- 
juriesinnto you. This1is not my d<frine, 
but the doctrine of Sr. Auſtin, Serm 41. 
de $SanGi, in theſe words ; Thoſe, who de-» 
fire to be delivered from this temporal! purging 
fire, let them by continual prayers, and fre- 
quent faſtings, and large alms, and, eſpec:ally 
by fergiving them who have offended againſt 
them, redeem their ordinary daily fins. This 
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above all other, commend,hath a better 
recommendation in the word of God; 
whico doth in plain terms promiſe to 
chis aft a plenary Indulgence, a Jubily,a 
full Remiſſion of all fins in this large 
form of Grant, Forgive,and it ſhall be for- 
given unto you, Luc. 6, And again : For if 
Jou forgive unto men their offences , your hea« 
wvenly Father alſo will forgive your ſins unto 
you. Mat. 6« This pardon you may gain 
for the ſoules in Purgatory. Hear then a 
memorable example to this purpoſe, 

'$. The onely ſonne of an honourable 
Widdow was murdered by a wicked fel- 
low , whobeing for this his murder in 
danger of being apprehended by the Of- 
ficers, had hid himſclf: but the Officers 
and the Widdow had intelligence where | 
helay. The Officers wenr. tothe place to | 
take him, bur the pious widdow did, for 
Gods fake, forruly pardon this greateſt 
miſchief, which could have been done 
her , that ſhe did not onely certifie the 
murderer of his danger, to the end he 
might fly away intime, bur for this end 
did ſhe furniſh him alſo with money,and 
gave him the horſe of her dead ſon, that 
he might eſcape the better, Afeer this 
the retired ber ſelf to pray for her ſons 


foule, 
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ſoule; when behold her ſon all in glory 
appeared unto her,and told her, that for 
ſo great Charity towards his murderer, 
God had already freed him from the fire 
of Purgatory , which for many years he 
{ſhould have ſuffered. Ofroſius fer. 6, poſt 
Cineres, Thus much for this point. We 
may alſo much relieve the ſoules in Pur- 
gatory,by (uffering for them ſuch croſles, 
as it ſhall pleaſe God to lay upon us: as 
fickneſs,lofle of goods, of friends,trouble 
of the minde, and all.kinde of aftiiftions; 
which are exceeding fatisfaQory , if we 
accept them willingly , or bear them pa- 
tiently. . 

6. A third kinde of fatisfaftion moſt 
availeable to the Souls in Purgatory,is to 
' exerciſe Almſ(: deeds, which be moſt ef- 
| fetuall toaboliſhall pain due to fin;}and 
therefore moſt profitable to thofe pbore 
ſoules, .both when they are given to any 
ſort of poore men, and moſt of all,when 
they are given unto thoſe, who are vo- 
luntarily poore,asall religious both men 
and women are: for they will be ſure to 
| pray devoutly for the dead. So that they 
b receive a double benefit, both by the'gifc 
! of the alms it ſelf, which is a work highly 
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choſe, towhom the alms are given, who 
often are very great (ervants ofalmighty 
God,& their prayers moſt powerful with 
him. It was the yoice of an Angel ſent 
from Heaven, which ſaid, Alms-deeds free 


from death , Alms is that which purges ſins, 


and makes us finde mercy and life everlaſting. 
Tob. 12. 9. Water quenches fire, aud almſ- 


deeds refift fin. Eccl.g. Quench,O quench 
_ theſe ſopainfull flames with ſo ſoveraign 


water. Hence is that excellent advice of 
St. Ambroſe, L. 1. de fide Reſurr. who ex- 
horts the parents to beſtow the portions, 
which they intended to have given their 
children, who now are dead, in almss 
deeds, for the relief of theirſouls. The 
fame Devotion was alſo taught in the 
Greek Church, by the golden month of 
St. Chryfn{tome, Homil. 32. in'Mat.,to 2, If 
{ faith he ) many Barbarous people uſed to 
burn together the bedies of their dead friends, 
&1d all which belonged to them; far more ra- 
tionally mayſt thou make over to thy dead ſo 


thoſe goods of thine, which thou haſt de- 


ſigned for him, Po you think, that your Sor 
departed this life tained with any ſpot of fin 2 
Yes, ſurely thou haſt reaſon tothink ſo. 
But what then? Then ſaith St. Chryſo- 
ftome, Give him what ſhould be bis own , that 
re 
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you into the eternall tabernacles, Luke 16. 


thereby he may wipe off thiſe ſtaines. So he. 
And in another place, he npon an other 
occaſion , ſuggeſts a laudable exerciſe of 
Charity , which our Devotion may thus 
apply to the reliefof the ſuffering ſoules 
of our brethten. Place at your beds-head 
or cloſet a little box, and when you pre- 
pareto go to reſt, and have now made 
your uſuall Examer of your Conlcience, 
with hearty contrition and forrow for 
your fins,enjoyn your ſe}fthis (mal pen- 
naiice, to caſt into that box the (mzlleſt 
farthing token, or mite which thou haſt; 
And account it a kinde of facriledge, to 
beſtow any parcell of this ſoul-money in 
any other uſe, then Alms to the poorey 
exerciſing this aft of Piety, for the aſliſt- 
ance of wr 5 Poore ſouls in Purgatory. I 
will aſſure, thy own ſoule will have no 
ſmall ſhare in this Almes. Thas you may 
make to your ſelves friends of Mammon of int- 
quity , that when you faile , they may receive

tion will ſtir them up to beſtow ſome (mal 
almes,both for the ſpiritual relief of the 
ſoul in Purgatory , and the corporal re- 
liefof their poore neighbour, 
10, How gratefull to God, and benefi- 
ciall to the giver;thole alms are, which 
are beſtowed upon others for their relief, 
will appear by a ſtrange example, which 
] will relate to thee, only as a moſt proft- 
tably Inſtru&ive Parable, though I read 
it related as a true ſtory inan Auther, 
which I ſhall cite, The Relation is of 
one Erſebizs, Duke of Sardinia, This good 
Duke was ſo devoted to rhe ſouls in Pur- 
gatory, that he beſtowed all the riches of 
his Dukedome in Mafles, Alm(deeds, and 
other pious workes for their delivery 
and moreover gave on: of his beft _ities 
(which was therefore called, the City of 
God ) with all the revenues thereof, to 
be employed for the ſame end. Ic hapned 
that Oſtorgizs, Duke of Sicily, being at wars 
with this Enſebizs , ſurprized this City, 
The news whereof being brought to Ex- 
ſebius,he was ſo ſenfible of the loffe, thar 
he proteſted he had rather have loſt half 
his Dukedome ; and ſo with all ſpeed 
drawing his men together ( which were 


but 


| 
| 
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but a handfull in regard of the enemy } 

marched boldly on to recover the ſame. 
In the way his Scouts diſcovered a great 
Army,approaching with armour, horſes, 
banners, all as white as ſnow ; at which 
report thezDuke was ſomewhat ftroken: 
yet refle&ing better on the matter, con- 
ceived hope of good from that joyfull 
colour. Wherefore ſending out foure 
choice men to learn who they were, and 
what they intended; they were anſwer- 
ed by foure more of the white army com- 
ing to meet them, that they need not to 
; fear, for they were fou|diers cf the King 
\ of Heaven, friendsto Euſeb:us, and Ene- 
mies to his Enemy. The Duke was much 
comforted with this anſwer, and there- 
upon riding in perſon towards the army, 
was preſently met , and kindly faluced 
by ſomeof them, who confirmed what 
:] had been (ſaid before, bidding him feare 
'} - nothing, but march on with his army 
/ after theirs. So he did, Then the whice 
army, Which ſeemed to be 40. thouſand 
 Afltrong, making a ſtand neer to the camp 
' of Oſtorgiws,, camepreſently to'a parley, 
$ and gave him to underſtand that: they 
4 were the Souldiers of the King of Hea- 
| ven, ſent to revenge the unjuſt as” 
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of that City , belonging to their Maſter, 


and to put Exſebizs again in polleſtion ; 


adding with all ſuch threats, that Oftor= 


gizs was extreaml]y terrifyed , and hum- 


bly demanded peace, promilingall poſsi- 
ble ſatisfa&tion. By this time Euſebins was 
come up, to whom Oftorgius readily offc= 
red to reſtore the double of what he had 
taken,and to make himſelf, and his peo- 
ple cributary unto him. Theſe condis- 
cions being agreed upon, Euſebzus apply= 
ed himſelf ro the white arny, with fuch 
ſienes of gratitude as were ficting in that 


occalion: and then beginning to enquire. 


more particularly what they were , had 
for an(wer, that they were all ſoules de- 
livered by his pious liberality out of Pur- 
gatory, So that he had juſt cauſe of 
much content in what he had done, 
and of encouragement to proceed in 
thoſecharitable works, by which doubt- 
lefle many more ſoules wouid be delive- 
red out of that place of puniſhment :and 

then taking a kinde leave, they returned

30, Bur it is exceedingly to be mar- 
ked,that when the Pope granteth a great 
Indulgence , which may be obtained by 
doing cf ſome thing, perhaps as ſmall as 
giving analms of three half pence, the 
reaſon ofthe grant'of this Indulgence 1s 
not meerly, thatſo little a good work 
ſhould'be performed; fer rhen (as Ser. 
Bonaventure teacheth } it would be an 
imprudent, and an 1mpoſlible grant; but 
thereaſon of the grant of ſuch an Indul. 
genceis the obtaining of ſome very great. 
good, and a gogd ſo great (for this Bel- 
larmin{eemeth to require,) that the ob- 
teyning ofit maketh more to Gods glo- 
ry, and is more greatfull to him; then

prudently coimploy the treaſure, com- 
mirted to his charge, for obtaining of a 
greater good,yert it-{eemerh that he doth 
wprudently to ufe, for obtaining of it, 
ſuch an tmproportionable and untfic 
means, as 15 tO mjoyn onely the perfor- 
mance ofa good work ſo little,ts be done 
for this end ; as for example, to en'oyn 
onely the faying.of fave Pater Nofters for 
obtaining ſo great a'good,as is the Con- 
verhon of Infidels, extirpation of Here= 
fies,&c. And therefore though the canſe 
of this Grant be- reaſonable, yet the 
Means applyed ſeem* moſt unreaſonable.

17. By this doQrine all may clearly 
ſee, how far we are from opening a gap 
to liberty in finning, whilſt we ſo.much 
maintain the vertue of Indulgences. For 
who ſeeth nor, that whilſt to che gaining 
of a Pardon of any ſth we exact, as a ne- 
cellary condition , the bearry and wn- 
Feigned retraQation cf that fin , 
we wage warr as fiercely again [tn, and 
ſtand upon as vigorous a defiance of all 
(even venial ) affe&ions, as any main- 
rainers of any corgtrary dofrine. Add 
to this,that we ſtill teach no Indulgence; 
eicher for living or dead, to be of value 
in the Court of Heaven, unleſle there be 
a ſufficient cauſe for thegrant of that In- 
dulgence, and a work proportionable to 
{ogreat a grant be exa&ed of us, as hath 
been more fully declared , zum. 9,10,11- 
Wherefore we tell every one,that we ne- 
ver promiſe fully any affured pardcl £0 
either Lying or Dead,,.upon the pertor- 
maiice of the work, exacted in the grant 
of ſuch Iridulgence, unlefſe che faid 
Grant be iſſued forth upon gg? 
cauſe , and require che performance 9 
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' "Indulgences granted, Onely God can 
tell when cheſs circumſtances concurre: 
We remaining doubrfull in each parti- 
cular Grant , giveno man any ſuch un- 
doubted aflurance, as excludes all feare; 
and conſequently we never exclude all 
Other poflible diligences,or flacken their 
induſtry m applying all other good 
means, which any ones learning,or piety 
can ſuggeſt. We exhort all,by all, means, 
eo make their beſt uſe, of the beſt praQi- 
ſes which the Church teaches, to cancel] 
their own fins, or to expiate the fins of 
- their deceaſed Brother. Bur among theſe 
praCtiſes of the Church, we place the uſe 
of Indulgences, For we know ( as I have 
ſhewed in my firſt part, Chap. x2.) that 
when Peter de Oſma did preſume to teach, 
That the Biſhop of Rome Could not pardon the 
pain of Purgatory, Sixtus Duartus, then 
chief Paſtor of -the Chuch, condemned 
this Propoſition, in theſe words. By 4po- 
ftolical Authority , wg do declare, All and e> 
very one of the aforeſaidPropoſitionsof which 
this is one ) tobe falſe, to be contrary to the 
Catholick Church, ts be erroneous, ſcandalous, 
altogether diſagreeing fromEvangelicsl truth, 
and containing manifeſt Hereſie. Dated at 
Fome at St. Peters, Anno 1478. We "_ 
allo 
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alſo, that Leo the Tenth, in his Bull a- 
oainſt Luther, having recited ſeveral Pro- 
poſitions taught by him, among others 
puts down theſe three. 

I. The treaſures of the Church, whence the 
Pope giveth Indulgences, are not the Merits 
of Chriſt and his Saints. 

Il. Indulgences to ' thoſe who gain. then 
truly, do not availethem to gain pardon of the 
pot due to atjnal finnes by the divine Fu-

II. To fix kinde of men Inaulgences are 
neither neceſſary,nor profitable, to wit, To the 
Dead, exc. 
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ſent ) That no man do preſume under any 
colour , that may be ſought out, covertly , or 
openly to aſſert , affirm, defend, the foreſaid 
erreurs,or any of them, We know therefore, 
that the Church doth ſo own the do-

fires more ful ſarisfa&ion 1n theſe points, 
may read what we have largely decla- 
red inthe firſt part of this Treartiſe,chap.

13. T his ſufficeth to make us reft aſſured, 
that ſneb Indu]gences,as by the SeaApc= 
lick are grantedzas appliable to the ſouls 
in Purgatory , may be available unto 
them, when they be duly granted. And 
though we have no infallible means to 
know when they be duly granted, when 
not ; yet, when we ſee the chief paſtour 
of the Church, after a grave conſulta= 
tion of the matter, to Judge himſelf to 
have ſufticient. cauſe to/grant fuch In. 
dulgences; we alſo cannot but hold ic 
probable , chat this Indulgence-is duely 
granted; And probable hope of abtain-

ing ſo great, a good , ought with as great - 
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reaſon-rto excite us to the purchaſe theres 
of, with all care and diligence;as the pros . 
bable hope of recovering our health, or 
faving our life, by ſuch a medicine, doth 
(according to Reaſon.) move all reafon- 
able creatures, to make uſe of the faid 
Medicine , although they have no un- 
doubred,bur onely a probable aflurance, 
that ir will work cheeffe& delired, And 
the ſame is tobe ſaid concerning Indul- 
Fences forthe Livins : Yet in both caſes 
our Hope and: Confidence of obtaining 
the Fardon , is then heightened to a 
higher degree, when che Caule. of the 
Grant of the Indulgence, and the work 
appointed for thegaining thereof, bears 
a greater proportien with the efeCt. 
Henceit1s,thar we moft prudent]y relie, 
with greater 'Confidence of gaining 2 
Plenary Indulgence, by entrance into 
Religion , and there making the three 
ſubſtantial Vows of Poverty, Chaſtity, 
Obedience; thus caſting. off from onr 

ſelves for ever, the Dominion of all 
earthly goods, the enjoying all carnal 

pleaſures, and the free uſe of our own. 

will : then by performance oi other far 

more unproportionable works. Where- 

fore I chink , that among ſuch plenary | 
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Indulgences,as are obtaineable,by thoſe 
who lead a ſecular life in the world, 
there 1s ſcarce any (ſpeaking of ſuch as 
be praftically gaineable by moſt ) more 
aſſured,thentharwhichthispreſent-Head 
Paitour of the Church hach not long 
ſince granted to all, either men or wo- 
men, who for eight continual dayes 
ſhall make the ſpirituall Exerciſes of St. 
Ignatius, in the manner expreſled in the 
ſaid Grant. For what Aﬀtion(common- 


ly ſpeaking ) is ever performed by any: 


ſecularlay Perſon,bearing a greater pro- 
portion to intire Remiſhon ofall his fins, 
then the attending for eight dayes toges 
therto thoſe Meditations, which by the 
experience of ſo many thouſands, have 
been found ſo effe&uall to reform a fin- 
fall, and to form a new, truly vertuous 
life.

but more meritorious, not leffe, bur 
more :7mpetratory,not lefſe but more ſa- 
risfactory : Thus we may hopeto eſcape 
all, ox che-greateſt part of Purgatory 
pains, Wherefore it 1s not againſt Cha- 
Tity towards ourſelves,to be thus liberal. 
All theſe things have been proved in the 
former Chapters. : | 
2. A man would think,it were not po- 
ſlible to proceed any further in this cha- 
ritable devotion. Bur Charity is ſo wit- 
ty in herinventions,that ſhe hath found 
out a way to give more then ſhe hath,or 
ever had in this life, You ſhall ſee this 
verifhed in a ſtrange manner, and an 
unheard of example, which cannotbe wel 
underſtood,without we firſt let all know, 
that whenſoever any one dyerh in the 
Society of Feſus, even the meaneſt Bro- 
ther in the houſe, it 1s ordained by the 
Conſtitutions of the ſame Society, that 
all of that houſe, where the party de- 
cealeth, who are Prieſts,are ro ſay three 
Maſles for his ſoul, and thoſe who are 
not Prieſts, three paire of Beads, and 
throughout the whole Province (which 
many times confits of ſeyen, orcight;

5. TheReverend Father Euſebins N:e- 
yembergicus, in a Treatiſe he wrote of 
Purgatory,did handle this pointſo well, 
that two worthy Doftours and Profeſſors 
of Divinity at Lyons in France, diligently 
Examining the force of his reaſons, were 
ſo convinced thereby,that both of them, 
cogerher with givers of rheir Scholars, 
pave a!l che ſacisfaftions of their whole 
ife to the foules in Purgatory. ( Libell. 
&e modo ſe city ditandi.) This devotion in 


wine; hath been praiſed by many great 
ſervants 
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ſervants of God, highly recommendeq 
for their piety by moſt grave Authors ; 
and God did reward St, Gertrude for it, 
im that iberall manner before mention- 
ed: and if it beuſed with the caution 
now ſpoken of, no man can ſuſpe& itz 
neither can there be any want of deys- 
tion,in adding a condition ſo pious,

Know not how to begin this Chapter 
T better, then by anſwering an objeCti= 
on, which ſome Speculative wits may 
chanceto ftumble at, Alas, will ſome 
ſay , what good will all my poor works 
do, when they come to be {hared among 
ſo miany chouſand fouls as be in Purga- 
tory.? .. They will be like a little loaf of 
bread amongſt a great multitude of beg- 
gers3 which ifit be equally cut, every 
one will ſcarce receivea crumme. Theſe 
men ſcem to fuppoſe themſelves,the on-' 


v iy 
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ly men in the world, who ſhew charity 
to the ſouls in Purgatory. For if there 
beothers (and many others) who by 
Gods grace are no lefle charitable and l1< 
berall then rhey , it is not hard to un- 
deritand how by the help of many, many 
may be holpen. That which Tho, or Will- 
iam doth contribute towards the main=- 
tenance ofa whole army, will not afford 
every ſouldier a farthing; and yet be- 
cauſe others in great multitudes contri- 
bare as well as they, whole armies are 
eahily maincained in a flouriſhing eſtate; 
So whilſt many devout fouls relieve theſe 
helpleſſe ſouls, many helplefſe fouls are 
relieved. 

2. Andindeed we have great reaſon 
to ſhew Charity to all: For firſtthe law 
of nature cryech out unto us; All things 
that you would men ſhould do to you, do 'yout 
alſo to them, Matth. 5” Secondly, the 
written Law.in plain terms faith , Love 
thy neighbour as thy ſelf. Thirdly; our 
Saviour addeth a ſtrange force alfo to 
this Precept , This x my precept, that you 
love one another , as T have loved you, Foan, 
15. Now how he loved us, all his life, 
and moſt of all his bleſſed death doth 
teſtify, Fourthly, all ſouls are ſo eſtee- 

med 
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med by Chriſt, that he taketh that Cha- 
rity, which is ſhewed to the leaſt of them, 
as kindly as if it were don to hiniſelf in 
perſon. In fine the vertue of Mercy calls 
upon us to aſliſt all who are in extream 
neceflicy, as theſe poor ſouls are. Theſe 
be forcible reaſons, moving us to aſliſt all 
that bein Purgatory. . 
3. Yetit is in no caleto be miſliked, 
but it is rather a moſt recommendable 
devotion topray for {ome ſouls in par- 
eicular, andin rhe firſt place for thoſe 
to which, beſides thoſe generall reaſons 
now alleadged for ali,we may have ſome 
peculiar obligation. , Forſome we may 
be buund to pray by our own oath, pro- 
miſe, compad, rule &c, For others by 
the vercue of Piety, as our Parents, ſpiri- 
cuall Fathers, kindred, friends, and ac- 
quaintance, &c, For. ſome agair{ out 
of gratitude, as-our Benefa&ours, ſpiri- 
tuall and temporall, &c, Theſe reaſons 
be more particular, and therefore they 
ought to prevaile more with us, then 
thoſe other generall reaſons, for which 
we areto pray for all men, becauſe the 
generall reaſons make as much for theſe 
as forany other; and beſides they have 


alſo their particular reaſons. 
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4. Bur when we know not ſuch parti- 
cular reaſons, as theſe are, yer it will be 
- piouſly done to pray for ſome ſoules in 
-particular, though. in a manner more 
general:for example, for that ſoul whoſe 
delivery maketh moſt to Gods glory; 
whoſe relief, or releaſement, the glori- 
ous Virgin Mary moſt deſires; for thoſe 
who wcre moſt devoted co her; for thoſe 
whobe in greateſt neceſſity, moſt of all 
forlori, &c. for thoſe who areſo neere 
their delivery, that by our ſmall devori- 
ons they may be perfetly ſe: free, and 
conſequently, immediately glorify God, 
pray for us, &c. In fine, here every man 
may do what is moſt ſutable to his pri- 
vate devotion; which aoratitanin: 
1s beſt, when it 1s ordred by the moſt per- 
fet rule of Gods greater glory, Where- 
fore for my part, I make choice to pray 
more eſpecially for that ſoul, whoſe Re- 
lief, or deliverance, makes moſt to Gods 
glory. To me indeed chis foul is un- 
known : but Gods all-ſeeing eye is pre- 
ſently caſt upon her,

daily praiſe of good works. But they }; 
muſt know, that God hath not oblige4 | 
himſelf chereunto by any promiſe, as he 
hath ro reward all good works done in 
grace, Let it then be the firſt documenc 
to him, whointends to be good to the- 
ſouls in Purgatory, to he fo good to his 
own ſoul, as ſtill co be careful ro live 
in-ſtate of grace, oy Hal 

2. Secondly, he muſt not {lubber o- 
ver this devotion in a careleſſe manner, 
giving his works away, and little mark- 
king why, or whar he gives; or doing it 
only,becaufſe he conceives it tobe a good 
devotion.

defire;for we little regard the being mo. 
ved to a ſoft and tender compaſſion, 
which God knows is ofcen veryfruitleſs, 
and ſoon vaniſheth away. 

3. Wherefore, that all may performe 
this with little or no difficulty, we will 
ſer down in plain & full words the man- 
ner of making perfeltly all thoſe atts, 
which in any part of this treatiſe have 
been recommended.

4. The firſt a&,anſwerable to chefirit, 
ſecond, andthird Chapter may be thus 
made: Q, how exceſſive is the bitternefs 
of thoſe pains which theſe afflifted w_ 
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do ſuffer in Purgatory ! What a miſery 
iSit to be baniſhed (though for a time 
only) from the face of God ! In whata 
ſea of afhiftion muſt that poor ſoul be, 
which for a long ſpace is condemned to 
remain in this pitifull ſtate ! WYherefore,0 
my ſoul, affoard theſe ſouls of thy Brethren all 
belp thou canſt : Pray for them, exerciſe Als 
of Peunance for them.
